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DETAILED ACTION 
SUPPLEMENTAL EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-10, 12-19 and 21-30 are allowed over the prior art of record as 
amended in the reply filed 9/20/2007. Examiner also acknowledges and accepts the 
replacement drawings filed 8/22/2007. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a telescoping winged safety needle 
assembly with a hub, cannula, pair of flexible wings and cylindrical sleeve and 
cylindrical sheath. The safety needle assembly includes a hub, sleeve, and sheath, 
which are coupled together with a first and second locking mechanism with annular 
rings and lugs provided on the sleeve, hub and sheath to provide multiple telescoping 
positions that are lockable. 

The closest prior art of record is Lam (5,382240) and Liu (5,931 ,815), however 
these references do not disclose the device as claimed or described above. 

Regarding claims 3, 13 and 23, the closest prior art of record fails to teach 
among all the limitations the first and second locking mechanism disposed on the 
assembly comprising a first and second locking mechanism with lugs and annular rings 
locked on the sleeve and sheath for engagement and securement.
